St. Albert Site Sold 
For Auxiliary Facility 


Council ratified Monday 
night a Committee recom- 
mendation that 3.41 acres 
of land located between the 
Youville Nursing Home and 
the Sturgeon General Hos- 
pital be sold to the Edmon- 
ton and Rural Auxiliary Hos- 
pital and Nursing Home Dis- 
trict 24, The price agreed 
upon is $25,000 per acre, 
fully serviced. 

Negotiations were hamme 
ered out at the January 15 
Committee Meeting between 
members of council and 
three representatives of the 
Auxiliary Hospital Board, 


Messrs, D, McBean, P, Gar= 
iepy and W, Flynn, 

The three hospital board 
members told committee of 
council that the Alberta Hos- 
pital Services Commission 
have no objection to the 
board purchasing the land, 
however, construction ofthe 
proposed 150-bed facility 
may not be approved for 10 
years or more, depending on 
the need, 

Terms of the purchase 
agreement specify that the 
3.41 acres be sold at the 
rate of $25,000 per acre, 
fully serviced and that pay= 
ments be made at the rate of 


10 per cent of the principle 
each year for 10 years, The 
agreement specifies that if 
the land is developed prior 
to 10 years, the principle 
must be paid in full with no 
interest charges, 

This motion covering the 
lerms of agreement was 
made by Councillor Bakker 
and an amendment was ine 
troduced by Councillor Hud- 
son that the unpaid balance 
bear an interest rate of six 
per cent, The amendment 
was carried and thus the 
final results came to a vote 
of 5 - 1 with Councillor Bak- 
ker casting the negative vote

Committee Meeting motion 
made at the January 8 meet- 
ing, before it could be rati- 
fied, amended or defeated. 
The motion under discusse 
ion was made by Councillor 
Frank Lukay; that the snow- 
mobile question previously 
approved for inclusion on 
the January 31 byelection 
questionnaire be rescinded. 

First to speak on the mo- 
tion was Councillor Lukay 
who admitted that he had 
changed his mind because 
he wanted to give the St. 
Albert Snowmobile Associa- 
tion a chance to put its 
rules and regulations, as 
described in their brief, into 
action, ‘‘But, if they fail,” 
Mr, Lukay warned, ‘‘I’ll be 
the first councillor to make 
a motion to outlaw snow- 
mobiles in St. Albert.’’

denied having vested inter- 
ests in snowmobiling, al- 
though he said that he own- 
ed such a vehicle ‘which 
has been in my garage and 
left unused for over two 
years,’’ Mr, Hudson stated 
also that city vehicles may 
present a local problem but 
expressed faith in the Snow- 
mobile Association’s ability 
to help alleviate the pro- 
blem, Mr. Hudson also ex- 
pressed his view that St, 
Albert had something spe- 
cial to offer its residents 
which more than likely has 
something to do with St, 
Albert’s rapid growth. 
“Let’s give the Snowmobile 
Association a chance to do 
what they propose to do,”’ 
Bob Hudson said, ‘‘and then 
we'll be in a better position 
to make a decision whether 
to kill the existing bylaw 
or not. 99 

Councillor Rod Thrond- 
son said he thought the ques- 
tionnaire should have been 
held and also said that he 
had his doubts about the 
effectiveness of the Snow- 
mobile Association, “I'd 
like to believe in the new 
association,’’ Mr, Thrond- 
son said, ‘but I greatly 
doubt its success. I feel 
that these low-profile veh- 
icles (snowmobiles) should 
not be allowed on our streets 
because a fatal accident is 
bound to happne.’’ Mr. Thr- 
ondson proceeded to point 
out that the Police Come 
mission has been asking 
council to ban snowmobiles 
in St, Albert for quite some- 
time and in his view, town 
council should have heeded 
the Commission’s recom- 
mendation, Throndson con- 


cluded by saying that snow- 
mobiles are O,K, ‘‘but I’m 
against snowmobiling in St, 
Albert,’’ 

Councillor John J, Bakker 
in his talk on the motion, 
pointed out that it was not 
necessary for him to repeat 
his feelings on snowmobiles 
or on the issue of denying 
the public the opportunity to 
vote on the matter. 

“T do want to remind coun- 
cil and the citizens of St, 
Albert,’’ Mr, Bakker said, 
“that in 1970, I tried to 
have firecrackers banned in 
St. Albert and failed to score 
on that issue,’’ You all know 
what happened last summer 
regarding firecrackers and! 
hope my failure to have 
snowmobiles banned in St, 
Albert will not result in the 
same tragic way, he said. 
“How many people do we 
have to kill before this by- 
law can be rescinded?’”’ Mr. 
Bakker asked, 

Councillor John deBruijn 
reiterated his previous 
views, namely that the Snow- 
mobile Association now has 
the opportunity to do a job 
and it’s good that they be 
Oiven a chance to perform. 
**I do not feel that a quest- 
ionnaire is the answer to all 
our problems,’’ Mr. de- 
Bruijn said, ‘‘because ref- 
erendums generally regise- 
ter only a small percentage 
of the voters.’ In de- 


Bruijn’s opinion, 15 per cent 
of St, Albert voters casting 
ballots on any issue is not a 
true survey of public opin- 
ion, “If we could have 100

Survival is messy business! 


In this age of high speed 
travel even relatively min- 
or accidents can be almost 
a blood bath, Learning to 
survive is a much easier 
task if a little basic first 
aid is learned at an early 
age. 

This was very dramati- 
cally brought home to the 
members of 533 St, Albert 
Air Cadets recently when 
an exceptional film and sta- 
tic display on survival was 
provided as part of their 
training, 

The film ‘‘First Aid for 
Aircrew” presented by fore 
mer RCMP Don Fraser de- 
picted the many types of 
injuries that must be con- 
tended with at a crashscene 
The film very graphically 
demonstrated how even fun- 
damental first aid training 
improves the chance for 
survival of even the critic- 
ally injured, This particular 
film in color is somewhat 
of a shocker but the realism 
portrayed certainly pro- 


vided some very valuable 
instruction according to re- 
marks made by the Cadets, 
The second phase of the 
instruction was a very much 
appreciated presentation on 
survival by Warrant Officer 
R, D, Simpson of the Search 
and Rescue Unit at Namao, 
WO Simpson has participa- 
ted at many rescues during 
his career and related in- 
stances of how people have 
survived disaster but have 
succumbed afterwards be- 
cause of carelessness and 
lack of basic knowledge. 


A number of items used 
in survival for rescue oper- 
ations were displayed by 
WO Simpson and to be of 
current assistance to the 
Cadets he imparted some 
of his excellent knowledge 
on clothing and equipment 
to be used for regular acti- 
vities such as hunting, fish- 
ing and climbing, 

Many more such interest- 
ing presentations are plan- 
ned for the St, Albert Squad- 
ron during the next few 
months,

St. Albert needs more eff- 
ective transportation thanis 
currently available. An op- 
tion which apparently will 
not be on the ballot would, 
in my opinion, answer most 
of the shortcomings of the 
above. Transportation, be- 
cause it involves the move- 
ment of people from one 
place to another place, 
must be solved regionally, 
The obvious way -to solve 
the transportation problem 
is*to contract with Edmon- 
ton Transit System for fre- 
quent and reliable services, 
coordinated with existing 
services in Northwest and 
Central Edmonton, with the 
Town of St. Albert under- 
writing all losses, An extra 
fare would be charged at the 
City of Edmonton boundary 
as is done in Montreal, Chi- 
cago, and many other cities.

Regarding snowmobiles, 
Why should St. Albert be 
the exception to the Pro- 
vincial All Terrain Vehicles 
Highway Act which prohibits 
snowmobiles from operating 
on roads. We are the only 
place in the province from 
here South which allows such 
a practice to take place (and 
we also have the distinction 
of having the only snowmo- 
bile death in the province 
last year), Ontario and Que- 
bec have bylaws similar to 
St, Albert (but not Alberta) 
and thus have death rates 
out of proportion to their 
population (101 of the 116 
deaths in Canada last year),

they are operated by many 
people are extremely unsafe 
Is council waiting for adeath 
to occur (as happened in the 
case of the firecrackers) be- 
fore exercising some com- 
mon sense on this issue? 
The fact that the Police 
Commission and the Safety 
Council have repeatedly ad- 
vised that St, Albert abide 
by the provincial act appears 
to have been ignored, 

How is - the St, Albert 
Snowmobile Association 
going to ‘‘discipline’’ the 


large number of Edmonton- 
ians who flock to the town 
every nice weekend to use 
the river? Last Sunday (a 
week after the Snowmobile 
Association’s promises of 
control) during the brief 10 
minutes I waS in Lions Park 
I saw two different snowmo- 
bilers disregard the speed 
limit while racing around in 
the park, Where was the 
patrol in this high use area 
then? How long will the group 
take to get organized and 
will someone be seriously 
injured in the meantime? 

I believe strongly in re- 
creation, but not in the type

process most of the in- 
quiries without taking up 
council’s time, and in the 
event of major problems, 
could present them to coun- 
cil on the citizen’s behalf. 
This Bureau could also pro- 
vide all the necessary in- 
formation for new residents, 

I sense a great degree 
of civic interest and pride 
by citizens in St. Albert and 
its activities. Like Mother- 
hood, I think we all endorse 
the theories of improved 
services, better recreation- 
al facilities, more business 
development and naturally 
opposition to annexation by 
Edmonton, There are no 
easy solutions.

councillors and leaders of 
our society here in St, Al- 
bert. 

From all this many things 
come to the fore, First of 
all the Charette report ine 
dicates in at least two places 
that ‘the use of snowmobiles 
within our town limits be 
banned’, The vast majority 
of our citizens that have been 
in contact with me are un- 
happy with these machines 
on our streets and on public 
property.

Busing to the elementary 
schools should be reviewed. 
Our teaching staff have also 
to be considered, their hu- 
man too! We haverto give 
them as much understanding 
as we expect them to give 
our children, This pertains 
to the high school student as 
well as the elementary and 
junior high, In my lifetime, 
experience has shown me 
that the effort of trying to 
understand one another is 
an important factor, 

I have the experience (and 
my daughters are the ex- 
ample) that kindergarten 
classes are a necessity for 
our preschoolers, Any grade 
one teacher who has had the 
experience of having a child

As the father of four chil- 
dren who are presently att- 
ending school in District 
No. 6 I am aware of the 
problems that face us as 
parents and many of the 
problems which confront our 
children as students, 

As the weeks go by lead- 
ing up to the byelection for 
school trustee I am becom- 
ing increasingly aware of 
the problems and issues 
which must be dealt with at 
the Board level, 

As of December 1972 the 
five schools in our district 
had an enrollment of 2,947 
students with a budget of 
$2,321,851, The number em- 
ployed, including instruce 
tional staff, clerical staff, 
and maintenance staff tot- 
alled 183. I believe these 
figures provide some indi- 
cation of the complex res- 
ponsibilities placed upon the 
Board of Trustees to direct 
this school district in the 
best interests of all con- 
cerned, 

One area that I feel de= 
serves additional attention 
is that of early childhood 
education, The first step 
which should be taken in 
this regard is the develop- 
ment of a program which 
would discover learning dis- 
abilities in the preschooler, 
I believe this is the type of 
program which could be de- 
veloped in our local district 
if the Provincial Department 
of Education cannot be con- 
vinced of the need provin- 
cially, Early detection of 
these disabilities would en- 
able these students to take 
advantage of aremedial pro- 
gram from the beginning o: 
their formal education, 

There has been some 
suggestion that the respon- 
sibility for attendance inthe 
high school be left with the 
student, It is my opinion that 
the present policy whichen- 
sures a discussion between 
student, parent and teacher 
after an absence from three 
classes is a proper one, This 
provides an opportunity for 
all interested parties, Iass- 
ume as parents you are in- 
terested, to investigate the 
reasons for this absent- 
eeism, These reasons may

Due to decreasing school 
enrollments there is a ten- 
dancy to meet the demands 
for schools in new areas by 
busing rather than building. 

Most of the residents in 
newly developed areas of 
town are families with young 
children, Many ofthese chil- 
dren are being bused to 
schools outside of their own 
neighborhoods, 

There is no reason why the 
school board can’t provide 
two or three - room self- 
contained neighborhood 
schools to satisfy the needs 
of elementary children, 
Small neighborhood schools 
would not only eliminate 
many of the lunch and busing 
problems but would provide 
an intimate learning atmos- 
phere beneficial to both tea- 
chers and students, 

These schools should be 
jointly planned and con- 
structed by the town and both 
school boards so that when 
they are no longer needed 
as schools they may be eas- 
ily converted for use as 
community centers for re- 
creation or social services, 

Most school facilities are 
in use only eight hours a 
day, only 10 months a year, 
Because of our huge finan- 
cial investment in these 
buildings, we must make 
maximum use of them, The 
present Paul Kane High 
School which is our most 
expensive facility is rarely 
used by the public, We have 
a library, gym, home-ec 
rooms and a shop facility 
which are publicly owned 
but not publicly used, 
Everyone in town would 
benefit if the schools were 
open to all, 

Although most people acc- 
ept the idea of maximum use 
of school buildings, it must 
be kept in mind that the 
main purpose of the school is 
for the formal education of 
our youngsters, When plan- 
ning the after-hours use of 
schools first consideration 
must be given to the needs 
of the teachers and students 
who occupy the classrooms 
during regular school hours, 

In planning maximum edu- 
cational and community use 
of both existing and future 
facilities it is evident that 
consideration must be given 


to the possible advantages 
and disadvantages of com- 
bining the two school dis- 
tricts, The need for amal- 
gamation is most obvious 
at the high school level 
where duplication of equip- 
ment and facilities is most 
costly, 

For educational and fin- 
ancial reasons a serious 
study should be made of the 
possibility of at least par- 
tially combining some ofthe 
programs and facilities off- 
ered by both school boards,

cies the essence of our as- 
pirations for our children’s 
development, At these board 
meetings progress should be 
reported, and lack of it ex- 
posed, If the school admini- 
stration is at fault, expose 
it; if the provincial governe 
ment policy is at fault, ex- 
pose it, if the school board 
is inadequate let it be seen, 
School board meetings need 
not be dull and should not be 
in secret, What profit is 
there in attending school 
board meetings that can be 
adjourned, the public dis- 
missed, and the meetings 
reconvened in secret? 

Most people realize the 
problems of costs: more 
facilities cost us more now, 
but inadequate facilities are 
paid for by our children now, 
with an escalating interest 
rate exacted from society 
later, when our children 
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smarten under the realiza- 
tion that we skimped on their 
preparations, Our schools 
are still expected to be cen- 
ters of learning, and learn- 
ing is not yet a dirty word.

“den on the taxpayer. 


A number of residents 
have expressed to me dis- 
satisfaction with the present 
system of busing. This area

ciation and has for many 
years been dealing with 
cases of child abuse, 

Child abuse is legally de- 
fined as the non-accidental 
injury of a child, inflicted 
by someone entrusted to 
their care, This legal defini- 
tion suggests premeditation 
but is not really clear and 
often causes confusion when 
dealing with cases in court, 

There are about 200 re- 
ported cases of child abuse 
per one, million of population 
in North America and in 
Edmonton from 1971 = 172 
there were over 100 repor- 
ted cases. The reported 
cases are only about five 
per cent of the actual cases 
that occur, 

One or both parents are 
the ones found most fre- 
quently to cause the injury 
to children, When only one 
parent injures the child, the 
other parent is aware of it, 
often feels guilty but is af- 
raid and doesn’t know what 
to do about it, Research has 
shown that the adult(s) in- 
volved has a history of a 
lack of tender loving parent 
relationship in his/her own 
childhood, Other contribute 
ing factors maybe a previous 
severe emotional upset, 
deep grief, physical illness, 
marital discord, too many 
children, an unwanted child 
or an absent husband. The 
abuse if often triggered by 
some crimes in the family, 

The abused child may be 
found in all strata of society 
and is not dependent on edu- 
cation or income.

Talk On Child Abuse Problem 


Abuse may take the form 
of emotional deprivation, 
physical battering and/or 
malnutrition, Together they 
are the greatest single cause 
of illness in children, The 
physical injuries often app- 
ear as unexplained bruises, 
broken bones and head in- 
juries, The very youngemo- 
tionally deprived child is 
often whiny, fretful and eas- 
ily startled, The malnour- 
ished child is often underfed 
and not taken care of phy- 
sically. 

What is lacking in cases 
of child abuse is the ability 
of the parent to reach out 
for help. The ever changing 
structure andincreased mo- 
bility of the family unit, and 
the lack of help available in 
our society increases the 
parent’s problem in seeking 
help, 

At the present time when 
cases of child abuse are 
reported they often endupin 
court, making it very diffi- 
cult for both the person 
reporting and the family ine 
volved, Dr, Fried recom- 
mends an improved system 
of reporting so that when 
such cases are reported, 
help for the family would be 
made available, He strongly 
recommends a 24-hr, tele- 
phone life line of service 
**The important thing to keep 
in mind,’’ he said, ‘‘is not 
who did it but what can be 
done to prevent it from hap- 
pening again,’ Repeats are 
seldom avoided without 
treatment, The treatment Dr 
Fried recommends is firs’

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Guest speaker Horst Sch- 
mid spoke to the annual 
meeting of the St. Albert 
Conservative Association 
last week with simplicity 
and obvious conviction on 
what he said ‘‘with the ut- 
most respect, is the one 
resource without which all 
others and meaningless - 


people. ’’ 
After opening with the 
thought that ‘Canada -- 


blessed by God with more 
natural abundance than any 
other land on earth -- is 
caught in frightening paral- 
ysis and deadlock,’’ he ade 
ded, ‘‘I don’t have to des- 
cribe the picture to you: 
You know what I am speak- 
ing of only. too well. What I 
do want to say to you is 
that the time has come to 
take our own politics very 
seriously -- more seriously 
than ever before.*’ 

Mr. Schmid went on to 
speak of Premier Lougheed 
and the five important areas 
of priority he set for his 
first year in office, Human 
Rights, Senior Citizens as- 
sistance, Mental Health, 
Handicapped Children and 
the Family Farm, 

He continued by develop- 
ing his concepts of human 
values - ‘‘abstracts hard to 
measure, impossible tosee, 
but so real that without them 
humanity no longer finds 
meaning in living and all 
other riches are mockery."’ 

He told what the Monarchy 
means to him, coming from 
Bavaria, traditionally a 
peaceful monarchy. ‘‘The 
monarchy is a visible re- 
minder of our past. . . of 
the long struggle towards 
human betterment. ..asym- 
bol of reassurance in anage 
that is frightening not only 
to older people, but to our 
youth,’’ said the minister, 
in part. 

He described in vivid and 
descriptive language what 
Canada has meant to him 
since coming here as a young 
man, ‘‘Canada means work- 
ing in the gold camps of Yel-

“There is a malaise -- a 
strange sickness -- upon our 
society. Most ofus, ifwe are 
honest with ourselves, won- 
der what has happened to 
the love, laughter, sheer 
gladness of being alive. . all 
those riches of heart and 
soul . . . that the world 
once seemed to promise 
in overflowing measure, 

If not in the arts, where 
else shall we find a cure 
for our ills? Where else 
shall we find the key to what 
we have lost?’’ he said. 
“What we must learn anew - 
learn before it is forever

Income Tax Information 
Important To Farmers 


Comments by Wally Klatt, 
District Agriculturist, 

Farmers are advised to 
get copies of the publications 
that are available onthe new 
tax rules and to study care 
fully those that pertain to 
him, 

The new income tax act, 
which came into effect in 
January, introduces consid- 
erable changes in both ter- 
minology and the method by 
which taxable income is 
computed,

until they file their income 
tax returns for 1972, the 
decisions that they will be 
making during the present 
year could have a consider- 
able influence on their tax 
positions for this and sub- 
sequent years, In fact some 
decisions concerning chan- 
ges in the organization of 
farm operations could have 
very serious and irrever- 
sible tax implications, 

The following bulletins 
explain specific parts of the 
new tax act; 

Capital Gains, Partner- 
ships and Corporate Tax 
Guide, Valuation Day, Basic 
Herds,

A NOTE ON VALUATION - 
Valuation Day was estab- 
lished in recognition of the 
fact that a capital asset held 
at the start of the new sys- 
tem might have a fair mar- 
ket value significantly diff- 
erent from its original cost, 


A current value is establi- 
shed for such assets which 
may be used as a substitute 
cost in measuring a capital 
gain or loss when the assets 
are sold, No tax will be 
assessed or losses allowed 
for any capital gain or loss 
which arose before the new 
system began, Two Valua- 
tion Days were established 

*December 22, 1971 for 
publicly-traded shares and 
securities, and 

*December 31, 1971, for 
all other types of capital 
property, 

The taxpayer is not re= 
quired to establishor report 
a Valuation Day value for 
any property until the pro- 
perty is disposed of, How- 
ever, it may be several 
years before the property 
is sold or deemed to have 
been disposed of onthedeath 
of the taxpayer, As time 
passes, it will become in- 
creasingly difficult to esta- 
blish such a value, Propere 
ties should therefore be 
valued shortly after Valua- 
tion Day and that value main- 
tained on your files until the 
property is disposed of, 

Establishing Values on 
Your Farm Properties -- 
There are four properties 
which should be valued on 
the farm: 

1) your farm (land, buil- 
dings and other improve- 
ments as a unit) 

2) your basic herd 

3) your farmhouse 

4) and farm machinery 
where you may expect to 
receive proceeds of dispo- 
sition greater than the pur- 
chase price, 

The farm as a unit can 
be valued in several ways, 
and can be done either by 


the farmer himself or by a 
professional appraiser, 
Perhaps the easiest way is 
to note the sale price of 
farm property in the same 
area and similar to your 
own, A comparison of his 
municipal assessment and 
yours should give you a fair 
indication of how the price 
he received would compare 
to the price you could re- 
ceive on disposition, 

Municipal assessment of 
farm sold -- amount re- 
ceived for farm per acre 
sold. Municipal assessment 
of your farm -- fair value 
for your farm per acre, 

If you receive any legi- 
timate offers to purchase 
your farm, you should have 
it in writing and filed in a 
safe place, Keep records of 
all farm sales thatoccurred 
in the last one or two years 
as well as those in the next 
two years, Note your farm 
characteristics such as pro- 
ductivity, acres cultivated, 
property tax assessment, 
income, land use, improve- 
ments (water, power, gas, 
telephone), and any home 
repairs made, 

The location of your farm 
can have some bearing onthe 
value of your farm, For ex- 
ample, a location near the 
city limits of an expanding 
city might result in a higher 
valuation, The location must 
have some bearingon prices 
and you must be able to 
support in writing a value 
higher than productivity, 
Prices received for small 
parceis of land will be dis- 
counted somewhat when app= 
lied to the sale of a larger 
area, For example, the price 
received on the sale of a 
40 acre parcel cannot be

he area will be helpful in 
substantiating prices in-

Any other special cir- 
cumstances which might in- 
fluence the value of your 
farm must be considered, 
For example, a railroad 
right-of-way or a slough 
would mean a lower valueon 
your property than on your 
next door neighbor’s who has 
neither of these, 

You have to document your 
evaluations to the satisfac- 
tion of the Income Tax De- 
partment, Hence, it’s up to 
you if you want to do it 
yourself or hire a profess- 
ional appraiser, Check the 
credentials of the appraiser 
to ensure he is in fact a 
“qualified appraiser’’ as 
laid down by the Profess- 
ional Appraisers Associa- 
tion,”’ 

As the Act stands now, 
professional appraiser fees 
for establishing a Valuation 
Day value are not deductible 
However, appraiser fees in- 
curred at the disposition of 
the farm dare added to the 
adjusted cost base.

days close to Valuation Day: 
will give you adequate proof 
Any exotic or rare breeds 
should be valued separately 
from the commercial herd, 

While you will not be tax- 
ed on any capital gains rea- 
lized on the sale of your 
principal residence, it is 
important that you have a 
value for it, An option is 
available to farmers when 
disposing of a farm includ- 
ing a principal residence 
(which necessitates a Valua- 
tion Day value). 

Farm machinery ordin- 
arily does not appreciate 
over its original cost, How- 
ever, if you own a machine 
(at December 31, 1971), on 
which you have been claim- 
ing capital cost allowance 
by the straight line method 
and expect to dispose of 
that machine and realize a 
capital gain, you should have 
the original cost of the ma- 
chine documented, If you 
have been claiming capital

cost allowance by the dimi- 
nishing balance method you 
should also document the 
valuation day value, A farm 
implement dealer should 
prepare in writing what he 
would expect to receive from 
the sale of the machinery, 
not what he would give you 
in trade, Capital gains made 
by disposition of machinery 
are subject to tax. Recap- 
ture is subject to tax if you 
are on the diminishing bal- 
ance method. 

Any reasonable value will 
be accepted by the Departe- 
ment of National Revenue. 
The most important thing for 
you to do is have as many 
written documentations to 
Support your value as poss- 
ible. If the value is ever 
questioned, the onus is on 
you to substantiate it. The 
more pieces of proof you 
have the easier this will be.
